Rep. F ran k K. Foster of Boston, re­ 
presenting the M assachusetts branch 
of the American Federation of Labor 
was introduced, and said in part: 
"■When 20,000 men and women, of all 
nationalities, band together as

unit to fight for a common good, there 
is no question as to the justification of 
your cause. 
But as has been said, 
you are responsible for your condi­ 
tion.

than was ever 
collected 
tor any previous strike.” 
He Impressed the assemblage with 
the 
fact 
that the eyes of the entire 
textile world were upon Lowell, 
and

them for their neglect

organizing. 
He urged them to affiliate 
themselves as soon as possible with a 
trade union. 
“As 
was stated 
by a speaker

vloualy, one reason tho mill men 
give 
for not granting the Increase 
is that 
their mills are not up-to-date in every 
respect and they cannot compete with 
other mills of a more modern construc­ 
tion. 
This 
is a 
very 
lame 
excuse. 
There are old mills all over New E ng­ 
land which pay higher wages, in some 
cases 
by 20 per cent, than the Lowell 
mills do. 
If such be the case is there 
any reason why your mills cannot pay 
the sam e wage stale? No one at all.” 
In conclusion the speaker advised the 
people th a t one way which such trou­ 
ble as exists here at the present time 
j could be averted was by political ac- 
I tion.

to strike a blow 
against these mill men when you go to 
the polls and oast your vote by send­ 
ing representatives to the state house 
who look with favor on your actions.

in the success of right principles, Mr. 
H oar said: 
More than any other statesm an down 
to 
this time—more than any other 
statem an I can think of save Lincoln 
alone—he had a steadfast and abiding 
faith in justice, righteousness and lib­ 
erty as the prevailng and 
abiding 
forces in the conduct of 
states, and 
that justice and 
righteousness 
were 
sure to prevail where any people bear 
rule in perfect liberty. 
For this doc­ 
trine he was ready to encounter un­ 
popularity, poverty, if 
need be, im­ 
prisonment and exile. 
Upon it, as on 
a com er stone, he laid the foundation 
of the republic." 
Kx-Post m aster General Smith 
re­ 
sponded to "The Louisiana Purchase.' 
Mr. Bryan, who was the last speaker 
on the program, 
addressed himself to 
“The statute for religious 
freedom.’’ 
He concluded as follows:

not be more dangerous to truth than 
to error, 
for those who are conscious 
of the righteousness of their cause are 
not so apt to invoke force in defence 
of their opinion as those who are con­ 
scious of error, and who, recognizing 
their inability to defend their views by 
reason, fall bark upon coercion. 
"In the preamble of the act of 1786 
It is stated, first, that the propaga­ 
tion of religion by force is contrary to 
the plan of God, the author of our 
religion. 
Attention is called to the 
fact that the 
Almighty, being Lord 
both of the 
body and the 
mind 
yet 
chose not to propagate it by coercions 
of either. 
"Jefferson 
recognized 
that 
the 
Christian religion rested upon 
love, 
and that love is the very antithesis of 
violence and brute force. 
"It Is 
well to remember th a t the 
declaration of independence itself rests 
upon the same foundation w’hich sup­ 
ports our religion, namely, love, and 
those who deny the doctrine of hum an 
brotherhood are not apt to respect the 
creed of inalienable rights and n a tu r­ 
al equality embodied in the deflora­ 
tion of Independence and the constitu­ 
tion of the United States- 
"Jefferson was the greatest 
states 
man known to history. He believed in 
the rights of 
th** people, and had 
heart large enough to take in all hu­ 
man kind. 
He hated tyranny, wheth 
er it manifested Itself in religious or
